
Police probe 2 slayings 

Same-day stabbing, drive-by shooting believed to be unrelated 
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Witnesses to the first of 
two brutal murders on 
city streets early 
yesterday said they 
couldn’t believe what 
they saw upon pulling up 
to a car that had rolled to 
a stop not far from West 
Edmonton Mall. 

“When we got there, the 
blood was just pouring out 
of the side of his face from 
his nose and mouth,” said 
a witness who was in a taxi 
following a car involved in 
a drive-by shooting. 


“He had three bullet 
holes in the side of the 
neck, one in the head and 
one in the side of his 
body,” he said, adding that 
the side of the car was rid¬ 
dled with bullet holes. 

Police yesterday were al¬ 
so investigating a 3 a.m. 
murder off Whjhe Avenue. 

“I can’t remember the 
last time we had two mur¬ 
ders in 24 hours,” said po¬ 
lice spokeswoman Karen 
Carlson. “Rarely do we get 
two separate incidents 
happening within minutes 
of each other.” 

The witness, who asked 
to remain anon 5 nnous. 


said he and two friends got 
in a taxi after leaving a rap 
show at the Edmonton 
Event Centre around 2:30 
a.m. yesterday. 

They were following a 
silver two-door Infiniti 
G35 south down 170 
Street, approaching 

Whitemud Drive, when 
the car sped ahead and 
went out of sight. 

“He was just ahead of us 
about a minute and he 
turned the comer onto the 
Whitemud just before us,” 
he told Metro in an exclu¬ 
sive interview. “Somebody 
definitely pulled up beside 
him and shot him.” 


Suspect vehicle 

• Police are looking for a 
small, white car that's be¬ 
lieved to have fled the scene 
of the drive-by shooting. 

• Police also said the victim 
was well-known to police. 

When the group pulled 
up beside the halted Infini¬ 
ti, they saw that the lone 
driver, a 30-year-old white 
man, was djdng before 
their eyes. 

“He was twitching from 
the shoulders and the 
head. He was dead, but 
there was still blood 


pumping out of his 
wounds and out of his 
face,” the witness said. “He 
just kept bleeding and 
bleeding so much — it was 
absolutely horrific.” 

Yesterday’s second slay¬ 
ing, a stabbing near Wh 5 fte 
Avenue, took place just 
minutes after the drive-by 
shooting. Police spokes¬ 
woman Carlson said it’s 
beheved the two murders 
are unrelated.

Police from the Spmce 
Grove and Stony Plain de¬ 
tachments, along with 
the Lac Ste Anne Fire De¬ 
partment, located Janke 
who was found dead near 
his quad.

Sleeping bus passenger attacked

ARREST Passengers on a city 
bus saw shades of the hor¬ 
rific Greyhound bus attack 
this weekend, after a man 
was attacked while sleep¬ 
ing on a bus ride in the 
west end. 

Police said at around 5 
p.m. Friday, a man board¬ 
ed a bus on 156 Street and 


Stony Plain Road and sat 
next a man who was sleep¬ 
ing at the back of the bus. 

Suddenly, and seeming¬ 
ly unprovoked, the man 
jumped on the napping 
passenger, hitting him sev¬ 
eral times. 

Concerned passengers 
jumped in and stopped the 


assailant from beating the 
other man. 

A short while later, an 
ambulance was called to 
146 Street and Stony Plain 
Road, to help a man that 
was apparently in distress. 

It was discovered that 
the man EMS came to as¬ 
sist was the alleged as¬ 


sailant from the bus. 

Aaron James Cheechuk, 
22, was charged with as¬ 
sault and uttering threats. 

In July a man sleeping 
on a Winnipeg-bound 
Greyhound was attacked 
and beheaded.

Brutal stabbing ends in murder 
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Sunday shoppers gawked 
at police yesterday as offi¬ 
cers scoured a well- 
travelled area just south of 
Whyte Avenue, searching 
for clues to help solve a 
brutal early-morning mur¬ 
der. 

Just before 3 a.m. yester¬ 
day, beat oflBcers noticed a 
newer-model silver Mustang 
driving the wrong direction 
down Gateway Boulevard af¬ 
ter it turned right from an 


alley between 81 Avenue 
and Wh 5 ^e Avenue. 

“Our beat oflBcers quickly 
stopped the vehicle and up¬ 
on looking inside did find a 
male that was seriously in¬ 
jured,” said police spokes¬ 
woman Karen Carlson. 

The 24-year-old victim 
was rushed to a hospital, 
where he later died. 

Police discovered that a 
flight took place between 
the three men in the car 
and three men walking 
through the alley. “It was 
during the altercation that 
one of the men was 


stabbed,” Carlson said. 

OflBcers flound out who 
was involved in the scuffle 
and arrested a 32-year-old 
man in connection with 
the stabbing. Charges were 
pending last night. 

Carlson said that it’s be¬ 
lieved neither the victim 
nor his attacker knew each 
other. 

Police searched for clues 
for much of the day yester¬ 
day while the Mustang sat 
in the curb lane facing the 
wrong direction. 

The victim is Edmon¬ 
ton’s 21st homicide.

The fight against HW and 
AIDS has fallen out of the 
limelight in the past 10 
years, but that doesn't 
mean it's gone, local ac¬ 
tivists said yesterday. 

“It was the veiy ‘sexy’ 
disease before and now 
when most Canadians 
think of AIDS, they think 
of Africa.” said Debra 
Jakubec, executive direc¬ 
tor of HIV Edmonton. 

“But HIV is in Canada, in 
Alberta and in Edmonton.” 

And not only is HfV in 
Edmonton, but the num¬ 
bers are on the rise, she 
said. 

There are over 4,000 
Albertans living with HfV, 
225 of whom contracted 
the disease in the last year. 

Jeff Keller contracted 
HfV through unprotected 
sex and has been living 
with the disease for 14 
years. 

Keller headed out yester¬ 
day for the 17th annual 
5km Walk For Life, an ini¬ 
tiative at which he and or¬ 
ganizers hoped would 
raise more than $120,000 
for treatment and support.

it’s such a hurdle to 
overcome.”

Professor Steve Patton 
says opposition candidates 
in the riding need to do 
more to boost name recog¬ 
nition since most voters are 
more familiar with Conser¬ 
vative incumbent James Ra- 
jotte and the fact the Liber¬ 
als are failing to grab head¬ 
lines across the countiy be¬ 
cause of a mediocre nation¬ 
al campaign. 

Patton says voters are 
more in tune to what feder¬ 
al leaders are promising 
each day than being in 
touch with unknown candi¬ 
dates in their local riding. 

“When you look at a con¬ 
stituency like Edmonton- 
Leduc, where the Conser¬ 
vatives had 61 per cent in 
the last campaign of voters 
and the next closest party 
was only at 21 per cent, it’s 
such a hurdle to over¬ 
come,” said Patton. 

Voters in Edmonton- 
Leduc will have five candi¬ 
dates to choose from when 
they head to the polls Oct. 
14. 

Rajotte, who has been a 
south Edmonton federal 
politician since 2000, is 
seeking another term for 
the Tories. 

A registered nurse and a 
registered psychologist, 
Donna Lynn Smith will 
once again be a candidate 
for the Liberals this elec¬ 
tion. 

She ran unsuccessfully 
in Edmonton-Whitemud in 
2008. 

Hana Razga, a single 
mother and a former hu¬ 
man resources worker 
with the federal govern¬ 
ment, will be running as a 
candidate for the NDP.

Women retain homemaker role as work responsibilities grow: Study

While women’s responsi¬ 
bilities in the workplace 
are growing, their 
traditional homemaker 
roles remain the same, ac¬ 
cording to the new report. 
Living La Vida Rapida, a 
worldwide parenting 
study exclusively released 
to Metro’s 100 dailies 
around the world by 
media research group 
OMD/AOL, partnering 
with Ipsos. 

The survey questioned 
parents from 13 countries 

— including the U.K., U.S., 
Russia, China and Canada 

— and found career moms 
can fit 27 hours worth of 
activity into 24 hours. 
Working mothers surveyed 


said they provide 66 per 
cent of the day-to-day par¬ 
enting, compared to 74 per 
cent for non-working 
moms. Dads provided 36 
per cent of the parental 
care. 

It takes a toll on mother¬ 
hood. Neelam, a 38-year- 
old Toronto mother, says 
she plays the role of ser¬ 
geant major instead of a 
sjmipathetic caregiver. “I 
don’t have as much time to 
spend as I would like with 
my son as a mom,” says 
Neelam. “Fm the one who 
has to make him do things 
he doesn’t want to do.” 

It’s a sentiment echoed 
by co-worker Sarvjit, 33, al¬ 
so a team manager. “It’s 
just faster for me to do it 
all myself than waste time 
tr 5 dng to find help,” she 
adds.

$700B market bailout is 
necessary evil: Paulson 


U.S. Treasury Secretary 
Henry Paulson pressed his 
case for an unprecedented 
$700 billion us bailout of 
financial markets 
yesterday as negotiations 
over the plan opened be¬ 
tween the administration 
and Congress. 

The proposal would 
have the Treasuiy buy up 
bad mortgage-related 
debts from financial insti¬ 
tutions, including U.S. sub¬ 


sidiaries of foreign banks, 
to tiy to stem the worst fi¬ 
nancial storm since the 
Great Depression. 

Two key questions, how¬ 
ever, remained unan¬ 
swered even after Paulson 
appeared on four national 
television talk shows. 
What price will the United 
States pay for these toxic 
debts, which spawned a 
global credit crisis? When 
will it start buying them? 


Paulson painted the pro¬ 
posed intervention into 
private markets as a neces¬ 
sary evil, arguing the con¬ 
sequences of inaction 
would be so dire that the 
large burden taxpayers 
would shoulder would be 
worth it. 

“This is not something 
that we wanted to do. This 
was something that was 
very necessary,” Paulson 
said on the NBC Sunday 


program Meet the Press. 

“We did this to protect 
the taxpayer.” 

New York Senator 
Charles Schumer, a mem¬ 
ber of the Democratic 
leadership, said Democ¬ 
rats would not load up the 
bill with numerous extra¬ 
neous provisions and said 
a measure to give a lift to 
the economy would likely 
be moved separately.

ow much is a for¬ 
est worth? And 
how do we calcu¬ 
late that value? 
Do we simply 
count the trees and figure 
out how much we could 
get for them if we were to 
cut them down and turn 
them into logs, lumber, 
pulp and paper? 

That’s been the tradition¬ 
al approach, but it hasn’t 
served us well. A forest is 
much more than the tim¬ 
ber it holds. A forest pro¬ 
vides habitat for wildlife, 
recreational opportunities 
for hikers and hunters, a 
place for quiet contempla¬ 
tion, and filtration and 
storage of drinking water. 
And because forests scrub 
carbon dioxide from the at¬ 
mosphere and store it in 
their trees and soils, they 
are a critical “hedge” 
against global warming. 

When we take into ac¬ 
count all the ecological 
benefits, or services, a for¬ 
est provides, we have to re¬ 
evaluate the way we make 
decisions about how we 
manage them. Clear-cut¬ 
ting an old-growth forest 
may provide temporaiy 
jobs and profits, as well as 
two-by-fours to build 
homes and furniture, but if 
it also results in the release 
of carbon stored in the

trees and soil, thus con¬ 
tributing to global warm¬ 
ing, or if it wipes out the 
habitat of an animal that is 
crucial to the natural order, 
then the short-term gains 
may not be worthwhile. 

Two new reports illus¬ 
trate the idea of taking into 
account the full suite of 
values that a forest repre¬ 
sents, or its “natural capi¬ 
tal,” when making deci¬ 
sions about resource man¬ 
agement. Dollars and 
Sense: The Economic Ra¬ 
tionale to Protect the Spot¬ 
ted Owl Habitat in British 
Columbia, and The Real 
Wealth of the Mackenzie 
Region: Assessing the Natu¬ 


ral Capital Values of a 
Northern Boreal Ecosystem 
both argue for a more ho¬ 
listic approach to manag¬ 
ing our natural ecosystems. 

For a long time, we’ve 
only considered the imme¬ 
diate market value of re¬ 
sources when making for¬ 
est-use decisions. In doing 
so, we’ve ignored the enor¬ 
mous value of the ecosys¬ 
tem services that are criti¬ 
cal to biodiversity, human 
health and community 
well-being. Although it’s 
not easy to put a dollar val¬ 
ue on things such as car¬ 
bon sequestration and stor¬ 
age, water filtration, clean- 
water availability, and 


species diversity, it’s fool¬ 
ish to leave them out of the 
equation. 

Taking into account all 
the values of a forest does¬ 
n’t mean an end to logging 
and mining; it just means 
finding better ways to man¬ 
age all our activities in 
these ecosystems — and it 
means putting a value on 
the very real services they 
provide. 

If we don’t address the 
serious problems of global 
warming and biodiversity 
loss, as well as issues such 
as access to clean air and 
water, we may well join the 
spotted owl on the endan¬ 
gered list.

Save this article for later. 
You do have e-mails to 
check, wall posts to make 
on Facebook, an afternoon 
shift and a friend's gig to 
go to tonight. Plus, you'll 
get to it right afterward ... 
right? 

Not quite, according to 
the Chronicle of Higher Ed¬ 
ucation. The college and 
university focused newspa¬ 
per reports 70 per cent of 
post-secondary students 
usually procrastinate. Com¬ 
pare that to the general 
population, of whom only 
20 per cent put tasks off and 
students start looking like 
the young slackers they’re 
reputed to be. 

But before writing off 
more than one-million stu¬ 
dents who returned to col¬ 
lege and university this 
month, comparing their cir¬ 
cumstances to preceding 
pupils might help explain 


just why so many of them 
delay. 

“Students have way more 
things on their plate now 
than they did 10 or 15 years 
ago. They are balancing a 
lot more than a student 
club,” says Christie Goode. 

She’s the Vancouver- 
based creator of Home- 
workTree.com, a new on¬ 
line planning resource for 
post-secondaiy students 
that helps them to allocate 
time to complete assign¬ 
ments and offers home¬ 
work tips. 

Goode says the context of 
university creates a perfect 
environment for procrasti¬ 
nation. “(University) is a 
unique environment that 
breeds this possibility. It’s a 
social and work context 
that doesn’t happen in oth¬ 
er areas of life.” She chalks 
up that circumstantial dis¬ 
tinction to the abundance 
of long-term deadlines, ex¬ 
tra-curricular activities and 
free time only typical of stu¬ 
dents.

ethical impacts like in¬ 
creased cheating and plagia¬ 
rism are just some of the 
added consequences Goode 
says procrastination leads 
to. 

To avoid such dangers, 
she suggests becoming 
gradually more intentional 
about assignments. “Exer¬ 
cising a little bit of disci¬ 
pline eveiy week to reach a 
goal goes a long way in ex¬ 
ercising that muscle.” The 
“muscle” is self-control, 
says Goode; a function Aus¬ 
tralia’s Macquarie Universi¬ 
ty found can be strength¬ 
ened through exercise like 
any muscle in your body.

ebbie Stevens 
twists balloons to 
entertain kids. 
But she could 
capture the 
imagination of little ones 
long before she knew how 
to make a balloon dog. 

The stay-at-home mom 
ran a homecare back in the 
mid 1980s. She became 
known around her neigh- 
bomhood in Bowmanville, 
Ont., for her stoiytelling and 
ability to connect with kids. 

One day, a friend asked 
her to provide the entertain¬ 
ment for a birthday party. 
Stevens performed magic, 
told stories and ran games. 
That led to more parties. 
Needing more tricks, she 
got a book from the libraiy 
on balloon animals. 

She took to this unusual 
art form right away. “Within 
a few weeks I got bored and 
came up with my own de¬ 
signs,” says Stevens, now 44. 

Eventually, Stevens got 
hired to sculpt balloons at 
corporate events such as 
grand openings, Ghristmas 
parties and company pic¬ 
nics. Through those, she got 
hired by the Toronto Maple 
Leafs to work the lobby of 
Maple Leaf Gardens (that 
was in 1999, the team’s last 
year in the arena). She hand¬ 
ed out her business card and 
got a lot more work. 

When she does events, 
Stevens twists an 5 Avhere 


from three to twelve bal¬ 
loons to make various ani¬ 
mals, cartoon characters 
like Spiderman or Buzz 
Lightyear, or even create a 
wearable costume and turn 
a child into a walking but¬ 
terfly or dragon. 

“MTien I create. I’m not 
just making a balloon. I’m 
telling jokes. I’m bonking 
kids on the head with bal¬ 
loons, it’s veiy animated,” 
says Stevens. She adores 
children and considers 
keeping them amused just 
as important as twisting. 

At home, Stevens will 
spend hours designing new 
creations. She uses a picture 
of a cartoon character or re¬ 
al-life animal, or sometimes 
just invents out of her imag¬ 
ination. 

Balloon work relies on 
about a dozen moves: Loops, 
bubbles, spirals and various 
weaves. Stevens figured out 
the basics from that first 
book and picked up more at 
a balloon-twisting confer¬ 
ence in 2003. 

In 2005, Stevens created a 
live black-lit show using mu¬ 
sic, huge balloon creations 
and the help of her two sons 
and husband onstage while 
her daughter acts as stage 
manager. Recently, since 
her two sons are in universi¬ 
ty, she’s started a solo show 
that runs with her 14-year- 
old daughter’s assistance. 

Yes, The Twisted Ones is 
now a full-time business. 
Stevens spends weekdays 
doing administrative work 
and designing while the 
weekends are booked solid 
with gigs. 

Diane Peters once hawked magic pens at the 
Canadian National Exhibition. She's now a 
writer and part-time journalism instructor.

Chicken Burgers with 
Tropical Fruit Salsa 

These juicy chicken 
burgers, topped with a 
Caribbean-inspired salsa, 
are absolutely scrumptious. 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 small pineapple 
1 small mango, peeled and 
finely chopped 

1 small red onion, finely 
chopped 

2 tablespoons finely chopped 
fresh coriander 

1 tablespoon fresh lemon juice 
1 teaspoon canola oil 
500 g ground chicken 
1 large Granny Smith apple, 
peeled and shredded 
1/4 cup dry breadcrumbs 
4 thin slices reduced-fat Ched¬ 
dar cheese 

4 hamburger buns or soft rolls, 
preferably whole wheat, split 
4 lettuce leaves 

METHOD: 

1 . Peel, core, slice and chop the 
pineapple (you need 2 cups) 
and place in a howl. Mix in the 
mango, onion, coriander, 
lemon juice and oil. Cover and 
set aside. 

2 . Mix the chicken, apple and 


breadcrumbs in another bowl 
until blended. Divide the mix¬ 
ture into 4 equal portions and 
shape into patties about 1 cm 
thick. Place the patties on a 
plate, cover, and place in the 
freezer for 20 minutes. 

3 . Preheat the barbecue. Cook 
the patties on medium heat 
until browned and cooked 
through. 

4 . For each burger, place a slice 
of cheese on the bottom of a 
hamburger bun, cover with let¬ 
tuce, add a patty, top with 
about 1 /^ cup salsa, and crown 
with the top of the bun.
